Once  the  risks  are 
assessed,  the  various  programs  work  to  eliminate  or  control 
the  risks  through  measures  such  as  early  treatment, 
immunization  against  vaccine-preventable  diseases, 
epidemiologic  follow-up  of  cases,  and  education  of  the 
public .

Adolescent  Pregnancy  - Pregnancies  occurring  in  the  female 
population  below  the  age  of  19. 

Agricultural  Cost  Share  Program  - A program  designed  to 
reduce  the  input  of  agricultural  nonpoint  source  pollution 
into  the  water  courses  of  the  state. 

Agricultural  Pollution  - The  liquid  and  solid  wastes  from 
farming,  including:  runoff  from  pesticides,  fertilizers,  and 
feedlots;  erosion  and  dust  from  plowing;  animal  manure  and 
carcasses,  crop  residues,  and  debris. 

Aquatic  Weed  - Any  plant  organism  which:  (1)  grows  in  or  is 
closely  associated  with  the  aquatic  environment,  whether 
floating,  emersed,  submersed,  or  ditch-bank  species,  and 
including  terrestrial  phases  of  any  such  plan  organism;  (2) 
exhibits  characteristics  of  obstructive  nature  and  either 
massive  productivity  or  choking  density;  and  (3)  is  or  may 
become  a threat  to  public  health  or  safety  or  to  existing  or 
new  beneficial  uses  of  the  waters  of  the  state. 

Best  Management  Practices  (BMPs)  - A structural  or 
nonstructural  management-based  practice  used  singularly  or 
in  combination  to  reduce  non-point  source  inputs  to 
receiving  waters  in  order  to  achieve  water  quality 
protection  goals. 

CAMA  - Coastal  Area  Management  Act 

Challenge  Grants  - Funds  to  assist  businesses  and 
communities  in  identifying  and  applying  pollution  prevention 
and  waste  minimization  techniques  to  reduce  hazardous 
wastes,  wastewater  discharges,  air  emissions,  and  solid 
wastes . 

Coastal  and  Estuarine  Water  Beach  Access  Program  - A 
program  designed  to  acquire,  improve  and  maintain  a system 
of  public  access  to  ocean  and  estuarine  water  beaches.

Community  Water  System  - A public  water  system  which  serves 
at  least  15  service  connections  used  by  year-round  residents 
or  regularly  serves  at  least  25  year-round  residents. 

Eligible  Costs  - The  construction  costs  for  wastewater 
treatment  works  upon  which  EPA  grants  are  based. 
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Environment  - The  sum  of  all  external  conditions  affecting 
the  life,  development  and  survival  of  an  organism. 

EPA  (Environmental  Protection  Agency)  - An  independent 
( nondepartmental ) federal  government  agency  that  has  major 
responsibilities  for  air  and  water  quality  and  pollution 
control,  solid  waste  disposal  control,  pesticide  regulation, 
radiation  hazard  control,  and  toxic  substances. 

Epidemiology  - The  study  of  the  distribution  and 
determinants  of  health-related  states  or  events  in  specified 
populations,  and  the  application  of  this  study  to  control  of 
health  problems . 

Fiscal  Year  (FY)  - Represents  the  period  of  time  from  July  1 
through  June  30  for  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
period  October  1 through  September  30  for  the  federal 
government . 

Fluoridation  - To  add  fluorine  compound  to  (a  water  supply, 
for  example)  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  tooth  decay. 

Forest  Development  Cost  Share  Program  - A program  used  to 
replenish  harvested  timber  and  improve  existing  forested 
resources . 

Forest  Management  Plan  - A proposal  for  the  development  and 
use  of  a landowner's  forest  resources. 

Geology  - The  scientific  study  of  the  origin,  history,  and 
structure  of  the  solid  matter  of  the  earth. 

Ground  Water  - The  supply  of  fresh  water  found  beneath  the 
Earth's  surface,  usually  in  aquifers,  which  is  often  used 
for  supplying  wells  and  springs . 

Hazardous  Waste  - A solid  waste  or  combination  of  solid 
waste  which,  because  of  its  quantity,  concentration,  or 
physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  may  cause  or  increase 
illness  or  mortality,  or  present  a hazard  to  human  health  or 
the  environment  if  improperly  managed.  A waste  is  hazardous 
if  it  exhibits  one  or  more  of  the  following  characteristics: 
ignitability,  corrosivity,  reactivity  or  toxicity. 

High  Quality  Waters  - Water  cjuality  classification 
designated  in  accordance  with  criteria  established  in  NCAC 
2B  .0200. 

Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  - Funds  used  to  acquire  and 
develop  land,  water,  and  facilities  for  public  outdoor 
recreation. 
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Low-Level  Radioactive  Waste  - Wastes  less  hazardous  than 
most  of  those  generated  by  a nuclear  reactor.  Usually 
generated  by  hospitals,  research  laboratories,  and  certain 
industries . 

Match  (or  Cost  Share)  - A grantee  is  encouraged  or  required 
to  "match"  a portion  or  dollar-for-dollar  of  grant  monies 
received  from  EHNR.  Common  percentages  of  matches  are  100%, 
50%,  and  in-kind  contributions.  Other  matches  are  based  on 
the  population  of  an  area  or  other  factors  which  may  affect 
a grantee's  ability  to  contribute. 

Medicaid  - A public  assistance  program  that  pays  for  the 
medical  care  of  people  who  are  eligible  for  cash  assistance 
payments  or  who  have  medical  needs  greater  than  their 
resources.  The  five  categories  of  eligibility  are:  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children;  Aid  to  the  Aged  (persons 
age  65  and  older);  Aid  to  the  Disabled;  Aid  to  the  Blind; 
and  children  who  are  in  foster  care  or  adoptive  homes  under 
Title  IV-E.  The  largest  share  of  Medicaid  costs  is  paid  by 
the  federal  government. 

Medicare  - An  insurance  program  authorized  under  Title  XVIII 
of  the  Social  Security  Act  and  funded  from  federal  trust 
funds  to  provide  basic  protection  from  hospital  costs  (Part 
A)  and  to  allow  purchase  of  supplemental  coverage  for 
noninstitutional  services  by  the  individual  through  premium 
payments  (Part  B) . Individuals  must  pay  deductibles  and 
coinsurance.  Coverage  is  available  for  persons  aged  65  and 
over  who  are  receiving  either  Title  II  (basic  Social 
Security)  or  railroad  retirement  benefits,  for  persons  who 
have  received  Title  II  or  railroad  disability  benefits  for 
at  least  two  years,  and  for  person  who  are  medically 
determined  to  have  end-stage  renal  disease.

Midwifery  Services  (full-scope)  - Both  antepartum  and 
intrapartum  services . 

Minority  Community-Based  Organization  - An  organization 
whose  board  is  made  up  of  more  than  50  percent  racial  or 
ethnic  minorities. 

NCAC  - North  Carolina  Administrative  Code  (state  rules). 

NCGS  - North  Carolina  General  Statute  (state  law). 

NEPA  - North  Carolina  Environmental  Policy  Act 

Non-point  Source  Pollution  - Pollution  which  enters  waters 
mainly  as  a result  of  precipitation  and  subsequent  runoff 
from  lands  which  have  been  disturbed  by  man's  activities 
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(i.e.,  agricultural  activities  related  to  crop  production, 
animal  production  units,  and  land  application  of  waste 
materials . ) 

Nutrient  Sensitive  Waters  - Waters  designated  in  the 
classification  schedule  in  order  to  limit  the  discharge  of 
nutrients  (usually  nitrogen  and  phosphorus) . 

Obstetrical  Care  Incentive  Fund  (Rural)  - Funds  used  to 
reimburse  family  physicians,  obstetricians,  general  surgeons 
and  certified  nurse-midwives  for  a portion  of  their 
malpractice  insurance  premiums  as  an  incentive  for  them  to 
provide  prenatal  care  and  delivery  services  in  medically 
underserved  areas . 

Outstanding  Resource  Waters  - Water  quality  classification 
designated  in  accordance  with  criteria  established  in  NCAC 
2B  .0200. 

Point  Source  Pollution  - A stationary  location  (i.e.  a pipe 
or  culvert)  where  pollutants  are  discharged,  usually  from  an 
industry. 

Primary  Nursery  Areas  (PNAs)  - Tidal  saltwaters  which 
provide  essential  habitat  for  the  early  development  of 
commercially  important  fish  and  shellfish  and  are  so 
designated  by  the  Marine  Fisheries  Commission. 

Recycle/Reuse  - The  process  of  minimizing  the  generation  of 
waste  by  recovering  usable  products  that  might  otherwise 
become  waste.  Examples  are  the  recycling  of  aluminum  cans, 
wastepaper,  and  bottles. 

Resource  Recovery  - The  process  of  obtaining  matter  or 
energy  from  materials  formerly  discarded. 

Revolving  Loan  - A revolving  loan  is  a sum  of  money  loaned 
by  the  state  to  a local  government  unit  to  subsidize  the 
construction  costs  of  a water  or  wastewater  project,  with  an 
obligation  to  repay  that  sum  of  money.  These  repayments  are 
then  available  to  subsidize  future  projects. 

Site-Designation  Review  Committee  - Formed  to  advise  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  on  any  matter  pertaining  to 
the  siting  of  a low-level  radioactive  waste  facility. 

Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Districts  - A sub-unit  of  state 
government  responsible  for  the  local  soil  and  water 
conservation  programs . 

Solid  Waste  - Useless,  unwanted,  or  discarded  material  with 
insufficient  liquid  to  be  free-flowing. 
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Trout  Waters  - Waters  which  have  conditions  which  will 
sustain  and  allow  for  trout  propagation  and  survival  of 
stocked  trout  on  a year-round  basis. 

Wastewater  - The  spent  or  used  water  from  individual  homes, 
a community,  a farm,  or  an  industry  that  contains  dissolved 
or  suspended  matter. 

Water  Supply  System  - The  collection,  treatment,  storage, 
and  distribution  of  potable  water  from  source  to  consumer. 

WIC  (Women  and  Infant  Care)  Program  - A U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  program  to  provide  food  assistance.
